BRICK." 



"Every day, in every way, I am growing better and better." Twenty-five times! 
Now once again, and I shall have finished them all. The words, when repeated 
with parrot-like mechanism, may not seem effective; indeed; they may seem at 
first almost childish. But the words themselves are not supposed to be of great 
value; rather, their value is proved by the speaker's faithful persistence in 
believing their truth. I know nothing of psychology, but one need not be versed 
iu its laws to recognize the truth in Emile Coue's simple lesson. Obviously he 
is not another of these "divine healers" or men to whose empty doctrines women 
flock for "expression." His lessons based on the simplest of truths have won 
for him thousands of loyal adherents. It might not be a bad idea for all of us 
to try Coueism— for a while, at least until we find whether or not we are grow- 
ing better. If we were, it would be a good thing, for I am sure there is none 
of us who cannot be improved. But if, unfortunately, the doctrine proves to be 
over (or under) our heads, we can comfortably lay it aside with the assertion 
that we were "good parrots," anyway. —Kathleen Shreves.

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AT SCHOOL IN SCOTLAND 

Education in Scotland is not regarded with as much seriousness as it is in 
America. The school age is from five to fourteen. All the learning which one 
needs is learned in one school with one teacher to teach it. In the eighth school 
year two or three teachers are needed. The first teacher teaches Algebra, Eng- 
lish, Arithmetic, Geometry, History and Geography; another teacher teaches all 
these, with Science added, and the last teacher teaches Manual Training. 

The schools are not luxurious and spacious as East High. They have no As- 
sembly Rooms, only a hall about twenty-five feet long by fifteen feet wide. 
There are about twenty-four classrooms and they are numbered one, two, three 
and so on. When one enters school at the age of five he starts at number one, 
and spends about six months in each class. When the six months are up, an 
examination is given, and if he succeeds in passing this test he is passed to the 
next class. 

When it is nearing the summer vacation an assembly is held, and prizes are 
awarded to the best scholars in each class. The best scholars who are fourteen, 
and are leaving school are presented with a gold medal called Dux Medal. Each 
year also a lecturer comes and gives a lecture on Temperance, and we scholars 
write a theme about his lecture. Two years in succession I had the good fortune 
to win this prize. The next year the lecture was on Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals and I succeeded in winning this prize, too; the same year I won a prize 
for English. -Joseph Henry. 

SCHOOL IN DENMARK 

The Danish schools are very different from those in America. They are not 
interesting in any way, for their one object is to have their children learn some- 
thing. Sometimes their methods are quite severe. The pupils that do not learn 
their lessons are usually punished physically. Almost every teacher has a thin 
stick of bamboo which is used very often. Another way of punishing them is 
to take hold of one of the pupil's cheeks, and with the other hand hit the other 
cheek. The pupils are, therefore, forced to respect their teachers and seldom 
speak to them except when asked to recite. Consequently nobody likes to go to 
school. 

They don't know what school spirit means. They have no football or basket- 
ball teams. Assemblies are unknown to them, for they have no assembly or 
siudy hall. All the studying is done at home. The only pleasure they get is 
on the birthday of a pupil. Then the teacher usually reads to them an interest- 
ing story. The teachers are men, and usually great teasers and full of sarcasm. 
The pupils are seated according to intelligence, the smartest sitting up in front, 
and the dull ones sitting farther back. 

Only after knowing these facts, does a pupil of the American schools realize 
how lucky he is to live in a country like the grand old V. S. A.

The school was built fifty years before the Islands came under the control of 




the United States. There had been very few who went to school during the 
Spanish rule. 

I made my kindergarten, first and second grades in two years, winning prizes 
in arithmetic and reading contests. Offering prizes was the way our teacher 
made us more interested in our studies, and it was very great to us pupils, 
indeed. 

To all these happy days came the day that I never expected. My mother and 
father died in the same year only four months apart. It was in my ninth year 
of age. After that I had to quit school, although it was as dear as life itself to 
me. My sister and brothers did not believe in school, and I was the youngest 
of twelve. Therefore I was kept away from school for five years, unhappily. 

I listened and watched very closely everything that occurred, and tried to 
remember all that was necessary. I hoped that some day I might make my own 
way. Most of all I liked to hear stories of orphan boys. One day I went to my 
teacher and begged her to read some stories that might encourage me, and she 
did. The story that wakened my desire for success was "Dick Wittington and 
His Cat," for it was full of ideas and it encouraged me. He was a faithful and 
honest boy, and by God's help he was made one of the great people of London. 
Then I thanked God for giving me strong feet and hands and sense, and two 
bright eyes by which to guide me from wrong. 

So I went home with the deep impression of going out into the world and 
searching for the betterment of myself. At about sunset that day I started to 
walk twenty miles to another town, but my brothers came after me and took 
me back home. Again, one week after that I escaped and went into the city of 
Manila. I stayed there for five years, working in the lemonade factory. I saved 
my money by which I paid for my transportation to Des Moines, which was my 
final destination. 

That is how I came across, being a self-supporting student in hopes of suc- 
ceeding in my vocation as a lawyer in the Philippine Islands in the course of 
time.
